your  herds  the  information  which  I  have  gathered  from  different  sources  during 
tha  past  year.

The  spring  of  1858  was  vary  vet,  and  not  much  wheat  was  raised,  which 
made  it  necessary  for  thorn  to  live  on  corn  bread  most  of  that  years  It  was 
difficult  to  get  grinding  done,  because  the  water  was  too  high  for  the  water 
wheels  to  run-  There  was  one  steam  mill  on  Middle  River,  but  as  there  was 
not  a  bridge  in  the  county,  it  ’was  impossible  to  got  to  it* 

At  one  time  they  lived  on  young  chicken,  and  n;,v  potatoes  for  three  days . 
Hot  bad  eating,  perhaps  you  think-  but  when  you  have  it  for  breakfast,  dinner 
and  supper  for  a  few  clays,  it  gets  old0 

On  tlie  evening  of  Doc  ocher  11,  1861,  while  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Coffin  were 
a&ay  from  hone,  their  house  was  entirely  burned  to  the  ground,  together 
with  all  their*  clothing,  the  winter's  provisions,  etc*  Through  the  kindness 
of  a  nei  jhbor,  Wesley  Krysher,  they  were  allowed  to  move  into  his  smoke- 
house a  Mr„  Coffin  at  once  began  getting  cut  new  logs  to  have  sawed  for 
lumber,  for  a  new  house,  but  the  winter  vaa  so  severe  and  the  river  frozen 
over  so  solid,  that  no  saving  could  ho  done  until  spring. 

On  August  9th,  1362,  Mr,  Coffin  and  Mr-  Krysher  both  enlisted  to  help 
fill  the  call  for  500. GOO  men.  Altho  his  new  house  was  not  completed, 

Mr.  Coffin  moved  into  it  to  stay  until  he  would  leave  fer  the  Army,  at  which 
time  his  wife  expected  to  g*c  to  her  folks  until  hi  a  return.  They  had  lived 
in  the  house  eight  days  when  it  was  struck  by  lightning  and  badly  wrecked. 

The  storm  occured  at  night  rind  a  young  man  named  LePoy  McClellan  was  instantly 
killed.  He  had  been  caking  cn  evening  call  on  a  yo erg  lady,  who  was  staying 
with  the  Coffin  family,  and  when  the  storm  came  up  he  could  not-  get  home  and 
the  girl  had  made  him  a  pallet  on  the  floor.  Ee  had  enlisted  and  was  expecting 
to  go  with  the  other  men  to  the  front. 

The  lightning  coved  the  bed  in  which  Mr.  and  Mrs,,  Coffin  were  sleeping 
several  inches,  but  fortunately  did  not  Injure  then.  It  broke  all  the  dishes, 
but  one  saucer,  which  was  quite  a  loss,  as  they  had  six  places,  three  cups 
and  sauce i*3,  and  two  or  three  milk  crocks. 

Soon  after  this,  Mr.  Coffin  left  for  the  camp  at  Fort  He 3  Moines,  arid 
from  there  cn  South.  lie  was  wit  ft  Sherman  cn  his  March  to  tr.o  S e-a v  up 
through  the  Caro liras,  and  cn  to  Washington,  having  part  in  the  grand  review 
on  Pennsylvania  Avenue. 

After  his  discharge  he  was  on  the  first  train  bringing  soldiers  to  Iowa, 

Ee  stopped  a  few  days  in  Jefferson  Co.,  where  his  wife  and  children  had  been 
staying,  then  cn  to  Dallas  Co.,  and  home. 

After  the  War.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Coffin  lived  on  the  -aim  until  lo-3-j.y  when 
they  moved  to  Adel..  They  livod  here  7  years  when,  because  of  the  fact  that 
their  son.  Henry,  who  had  boon  living  cn  'one  none  place.-,  n&d  bcagiV.  a  -  a  m 
ojr  hi3  own  and  they  moved  back  to  their  .tirs .  home,  -> o~.o  years  latwi  ^ho,- 
again  moved  to  Adel,  where  they  have  since  lived. 

Mr.  and  Mrs*  Coffin  were  the  parents  of  6  children,  two  of  whom,  a  boy 
and  a  girl,  died  in  infancy;  one  dau suiter,  who  was  Mrs.  V/ard  Ruscher,  wa3

Janos  Henry  Coffin  was  born  near  Adel,  Dallas  Co.-,  Iowa*  on  August  18s  1858 
the  first  child  of  William  Coffin  and  Rachel  Lusena  Shelley. 

If  he  was  born  on  the  original  homestead  of  William  Coffin,  it  is  located 
about  4  miles  southwest  of  Adel. 

This  homestead  was  owned  by  Willjaa  Coffin  for  many  years.,  as  1  remember 
it  being  said,  when  he  sold  the  f am  that  the.  abstract  showed  c-niy  where 
he  had  received  his  patent,  from  the  Government..  He  rented  the  farm  for 
many  years,  after  he  had  retired  from  farming,  before  he  sold  it-.
